they had fome Snare to draw the Peo- 
dle into, by thefe Oaths, and both 
thefe were made true in the Cale — 
‘And fhis made thofe two Reigns, 
“heap Oath», Tefts, Sacraments, and 
all forts of Chains and Fetters, upon 


the Confciences of the People ; a- 


‘Crime, not only Mifchievous in its 
Nature, bat in it’s Confequences, and 
which has render’d-Caths fo familiar 

among us, that they lofe their Solem- 
nity, which is the great Efficient in 
an Oath, and growing into Contempt, 
are as eaflly broken as taken, and be- 
came no longer aay Safety to the Im- 
pofer. 

This isa Sin, both in Ympofer and Taker, 
but chiefly in the firft, and ought to 
be Reform’d; that Oaths of Fidelity 
may Ue reftdr’d to the Wes @ their 
JoRitution, aud Men’s Confcienves 
freed from taking thar, which deing 
fimply Liw'ulin itfelf, becomes coms 
plexly unta#ful by the Circumftances 
and Repetition.
